I ‘.' Sessions’ motion said the blocking of all 
jpedestrian traffic in the assassination area, 

; which includes his museum, would substant- 
ially cut into his tourism business, especially _ 
^bn the July 4 holiday. The motion said this is 
traditionally one of the museum’s busiest times. 

. About 70 per cent of the movie’s production 
is being shot in the Dallas area, and plans 
;call for scenes to. be filmed July 3 and 4 of 
'blank shots being fired from the depository ' 
building. 

The movie, with a projected cost of $2 mil- 
lion, is supposed to depict what kind of trial 
Oswald might have had if he had not been 
shot two days after Kennedy’s death. 

A hearing on the motion was set for July 1 
in Dallas. ■ 
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
